Keep a running account of the total 10-10 numbers at 
the top of each log sheet. when you have a total of 100 (includ- 
ing the first 10 allowed for membership) immediately apply for 
your first Bar Award. You should check mark the 10-10 numbers in 
your complete roster to avoid repeat reporting. There are Bars 
for each 100.
